2.  He  emphasized  that  the  College  always  tells  the  history  of  the  college 
and  its  founding  by  the  OFWB  church.  He  gave  out  a  brochure 
called  the  College  Covenant.  The  Covenant  addresses  values  of 
OFWB  and  is  given  to  students,  prospective  employees,  etc. 

3.  In  response  to  questions  on  hiring  he  indicated  that  priority  is  to  get 
best  person  to  hire  in  any  position.  FWB  are  considered  but  must 
meet  all  of  the  criterion.  In  the  hiring  of  the  provost,  twelve  people 
were  cn  the  search  committee,  four  of  whom  were  Tmstees,  all  of 
whom  were  OFWB. 

Regarding  a  request  to  add  someone  to  act  as  a  liaison  between  the 
college  and  the  churches,  he  stated  that  they  were  already  trying  to  do 
that.  MOC  will  hire  a  person  for  church  support.  Dr.  Byrd  is 
cognizant  of  need  to  stay  in  a  good  relationship  with  the 
denomination  and  stated  that  God  has  blessed  the  college  to  be 
successful. 

4.  Explained  the  role  of  the  provost  as  Chief  Operating  Officer  and 
Chancellor's  Position.

Greetings  from  OFWB  INTERNATIONAL,  INC.  (Foreign  Missions)  to  the  Ninety- 
Seventh  Annual  Session  of  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists. 

The  goal  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  is  to  help  fUlfiU  the  "chief  business*'  of  our 
denomination  as  state  in  our  covenant.  "We  esteem  it  our  chief  business  to  make  Christ 
known  to  the  world."  Nothing  is  more  important  or  more  serious  than  this.  We  fully 
realize  this  and  our  faithful  workers  around  the  world  are  aware  of  this.  Many  of  them  put 
their  lives  on  the  line  each  day  to  make  Christ  known  to  the  lost  in  their  nation.  This 
report  contains  a  brief  summary  of  our  activities  for  2008. 

NEPAL:  This  work  was  expanded  to  the  capitol  city  of  Kathmandu.  There  is  one 
congregation  and  one  school  that  ministers  to  children  in  this  area.  They  come  from  poor, 
landless  farmers  who  are  barely  able  to  support  their  families.  This  school,  like  the  others 
we  have  around  the  world,  gives  us  an  opportunity  to  teach  the  children  about  Christ  and 
also  reach  out  to  their  families.  The  church  in  Kathmandu  is  growing  under  the 
leadership  of  Pastor  Supsing  Lamb.  Please  pray  for  this  nation.  It  is  poor  physically  and 
spiritually;  their  only  hope  is  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

INDIA;  This  has  been  a  year  of  mixed  blessings.  We  have  seen  growth  in  the  churches 
and  schools.  We  have  also  seen  an  increase  in  persecution.  Five  of  our  pastors  were 
severely  beaten  by  a  militant  Hindu  mob.  They  beat  the  pastors,  tore  up  their  Bibles,  and 
stole  their  bicycles.  We  are  thankful  that  they  were  not  killed.  Their  physical  wounds 
have  healed.  We  have  replaced  their  Bibles  and  bicycles.  They  are  daily  facing  danger  as 
they  continue  sharing  Christ,  our  "chief  business"  in  India.  The  school  and  Children's 
Home  at  Gujarat  has  expanded.  A  new  building  has  been  constructed  for  the  children. 
New  beds  have  been  purchased  for  the  children  and  they  no  longer  have  to  sleep  on  the 
floor.  The  Leprosy  Colony  at  Chakardharpur  has  been  greatly  blessed  because  of  your 
generosity.  We  have  a  feeding  program,  and  provided  medicine  for  these  unfortunate 
ones.  They  have  received  the  truth  of  the  Gospel.  Most  of  them  have  trusted  Christ  as 
their  Savior.  We  praise  the  Lord  for  these  precious  souls. 

BANGLADESH;  Bangladesh  is  a  country  where  open  evangelism  is  prohibited. 
Creative  ways  must  be  used  to  be  able  to  present  the  Gospel.  In  addition  to  the  Reading 
Room,  schools,  computer  training,  and  sewing  projects,  this  year  Mr.  Gupta  stated  a 
college  hostel  for  the  poor  rural  students.  This  is  a  way  to  reach  the  college  age  and 
develop  Christian  leadership.  Two  men  have  been  appointed  as  evangelist,  Manik  Das 
and  Mojibur.  They  work  among  Hindus  and  Muslims.  They  conduct  seminars  and  invite 
people  to  attend.  This  gives  them  the  opportunity  to  talk  about  the  Gospel.  Mr.  Gupta  has 
also  published  magazines  and  other  types  of  literature  to  share  about  the  Free  Will 
Baptists  work  in  Bangladesh. 
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BULGARIA:  The  church  in  Varna  has  greatly  expanded  its  ministry  over  the  past  year. 
The  bus  has  enabled  them  to  reach  people  across  the  city.  The  building  is  used  every  day 
of  the  week  for  youth  and  adult  activities.  The  people  are  extremely  thankful  for  the 
growth  of  this  church.  The  desire  of  this  field  is  for  a  building  in  Balchik  to  serve  the 
needs  of  the  Gypsy  people  there.  This  is  a  very  expensive  project  and  needs  your  prayers 
and  support.  Willem  and  Lydia  van  der  Plas  still  have  health  issues,  but  their  heart  and 
life  is  in  the  work.  Keep  them  in  your  prayers. 

MEXICO:  The  Short-Term  Teams  to  Mexico  in  2008  constructed  three  houses  for  needy 
families.  The  families  who  receive  these  houses  are  selected  by  the  churches  in  Mexico. 
This  eliminates  jealousy  and  everyone  rejoices  with  them.  The  houses  were  constructed 
in  Acuna,  Monclova,  and  Piedres  Negras.  Several  hundred  children  received  instruction 
through  Vacation  Bible  School  and  a  good  number  of  women  were  taught  God's  Word 
through  Bible  studies.  Camp  Morelos  was  a  special  blessing.  The  Mexican  people  look 
forward  to  this  week  of  family  oriented  activities  each  year. 

PHILIPPINES:  The  work  in  the  Philippines  continues  to  expand.  The  "house  churches" 
in  Manila  are  growing.  A  new  kindergarten  building  was  constructed  on  the  campus  of 
Palawan  Bible  College  in  Puerto  Princesa  City  that  will  enable  us  to  reach  more  children 
with  the  Gospel.  The  work  in  Palawan  has  been  going  through  a  three  year  restructuring 
process,  that  when  completed  will  increase  the  number  of  self-supporting  churches  and 
make  funds  available  to  expand  to  other  areas.  The  growth  of  the  work  in  Cebu/Visayes 
District  has  been  gratifying.  One  of  our  churches  in  Iligan  City  grew  to  a  membership  of 
300  adults  in  just  5  months,  by  using  the  "cell-group"  method  of  growth.  This  method 
was  developed  in  Korea.  The  Children's  Home  in  Cebu  City  continues  to  provide  quality 
child  care  for  our  children. 

LIBERIA:  In  March  of  2008,  we  began  support  of  the  work  in  Liberia.  This  is  a  joint 
effort  with  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  America,  headed  by  Bishop  L.  N.  Forbes. 
The  president  of  the  work  in  Liberia  is  Rev.  Darlington  Gnininte.  He  is  fine  young  man 
with  great  abilities.  He  has  a  desire  to  reach  Liberia  with  the  Gospel.  The  work  has  been 
incorporated  under  the  name  "The  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  of  Liberia." 

GUINEA:  Bro.  Gnininte  has  also  opened  Free  Will  Baptist  work  in  the  country  of 
Guinea.  This  country  borders  Liberia.  It  is  a  predominately  Muslim  country.  We  have  one 
worker  there.  Please  pray  for  him. 

FINANCES:  2008  was  a  year  of  great  financial  concern.  As  the  economy  cooled,  so  did 
contributions.  Things  looked  rather  bleak  in  September.  A  letter  was  sent  through  the 
COMMAND  concerning  our  need.  The  response  was  tremendous  and  provided  funds  to 
continue  the  work  and  finish  the  year  in  the  black.  From  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
and  all  of  our  workers,  we  say  "thank  you"  from  the  bottom  of  our  hearts.  We  look  to 
the  future  with  excitement  and  expectation.  We  believe  the  Lord  is  going  to  enable  every 
field  to  expand  and  reach  more  souls  for  Christ  in  2009.  This  is  our  "chief  business"  and 
our  chief  goal.  Thank  you  for  your  faithful  prayer  and  financial  support. 

The  COMMAND  and  THE  FREE  WILL  BAPTIST  are  published  to  keep  our 
membership  informed  about  the  activities  of  our  ministries.  These  are  your  best  sources 
for  information  about  the  things  that  are  taking  place  in  India,  Nepal,  Bangladesh, 
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Bulgaria,  Mexico,  Liberia,  and  the  Philippines.  I  encourage  you  to  subscribe  to  these 
publications  today. 

The  BUILD  ONE  FOR  THEM  program  has  been  a  tremendous  blessing  to  all  of  our 
fields.  We  have  been  able  to  construct  church  buildings,  parsonages,  and  houses  for  the 
needy.  We  need  churches  to  consider  the  needs  of  others  and  join  us  in  this  effort.  There 
are  always  needs,  and  we  encourage  you  to  sponsor  one  of  these  building  projects. 

IMPORTANCE  OF  PRAYER:  The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  realizes  that  our 
strength  and  supply  comes  from  a  loving  Heavenly  Father.  We  set  aside  several  days 
throughout  the  year  as  days  of  prayer.  We  meet  together  to  worship,  praise,  and  take  our 
petitions  before  the  Lord.  We  pray  for  revival,  for  we  know  for  our  church  to  survive  and 
grow  we  must  have  revival.  We  encourage  you  to  pray  for  this  ministry  daily  and  to  pray 
for  revival  in  our  Church. 

SHORT-TERM  TEAM  MINISTRY  has  been  a  great  blessing  to  all  who  have  been  on 
a  team  and  to  our  fields.  If  you  are  interested  in  joining  a  team  in  the  future,  contact  our 
office.

These  are 
designed  to  help  the  minister  and  the  local  church  plan  together  a  program  of 
compensation  and  benefits  designed  to  meet  the  minister's  present  and  future  financial 
needs. 

Meeting  Needs 

Meeting  needs  is  what  the  Minister's  Program  is  all  about.  This  program  was  brought 
into  existence  to  help  prepare  the  minister  for  the  financial  eventualities  of  life. 

To  do  this,  we  try  to  help  educate  the  church  and  the  minister  about  the  unique  needs  of 
the  pastorate.  Our  goal  is  not  to  provide  for  the  minister,  that  is  the  church's 
responsibility,  but  to  help  the  church  and  the  minister  plan  together  so  that  at  all  stages 
of  life  the  minister  can  serve  without  the  burden  of  financial  concerns  holding  him  back. 

The  Minister's  Program  is  an  extension  of  the  local  church  administering  programs  that 
the  church  could  not  provide  on  their  own.  We  stand  ready  to  work  with  the  minister  and 
the  church  to  help  them  accomplish  the  goal  of  working  together  in  a  lifetime  of 
financial  planning.  Ministers  step  out  in  faith  to  answer  God's  call  That  faith  is  based 
on  the  belief  that  God  will  prepare  them  and  provide  for  them. 

We  believe  that  God  channels  His  provisions  through  the  church  and  it  is  required  of 
them  to  be  good  stewards  as  it  relates  to  their  care  of  the  pastor.  This  does  not  apply 
exclusively  to  matters  of  compensation,  but  also  to  support,  appreciation,  and 
willingness  on  the  part  of  the  church  to  be  led.  Please  consider  areas  that  the  Minister's 
Program  can  work  with  you  to  help  build  a  strong  working  relationship  with  your  pastor. 

We  are  pleased  to  present  to  the  ministers  and  churches  of  the  Convention,  A  Guide  to 
Church  &  Pastor  Relationships  which  was  approved  by  the  Convention  Executive 
Committee  in  February  of  this  year.  The  relationship  between  a  congregation  and  her 
pastor  is  critical  to  the  ministry  and  the  success  of  the  local  church.  It  is  only  by  working 
effectively  together  that  the  church  is  able  to  meet  its  calling  and  carry  out  the  teachings 
of  the  "Great  Commission." . 

It  is  the  goal  of  this  publication  to  foster  good  communication  between  the  pastor  and 
the  congregation  by  providing  information  to  help  understand  and  address  important 
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issues  that  often  arise  in  the  church.  The  first  printing  will  be  distributed  at  little  or  no 
cost  and  we  hope  that  you  will  be  able  to  find  value  in  its  use. 

The  Year  in  Review 

Retirement  News  The  news  on  the  retirement  front  for  everyone  invested  in  equities 
this  past  year  was  not  good.  This  was  also  true  for  the  ministers  invested  in  the 
Managed  Fund  of  the  MRS.  That  fimd  experienced  an  average  loss  of  19.18%.  While 
the  loss  was  less  than  the  33%  suffered  by  the  Dow  no  one  ever  wants  to  lose  in  an 
investment.  Those  invested  in  the  Fixed  Fund  realized  a  modest  return  of  3.62%.  The 
economy  continues  to  suffer  and  it  will  probably  get  worse  before  it  gets  better. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  retirement  plan  continues  to  operate  in  a  safe  and  sound 
fashion  assuring  those  participating  ministers  that  when  they  decide  to  retire  the  plan 
will  be  ready  to  serve  their  needs.  To  insure  the  integrity  of  the  retirement  program  it  is 
reviewed  regularly  by  an  independent  organization  in  an  effort  to  make  certain  that  those 
depending  on  these  benefits  will  be  confident  that  when  they  are  ready  to  retire  their 
benefits  will  be  available. 

We  will  move  forward  with  a  regular  review  of  our  plan  for  2008  by  AON,  a  worldwide 
benefits  corporation.,  and  report  its  fmdings  to  our  participants  and  this  Convention.  Our 
plan  is  among  the  most  advanced  plans  available  for  ministers  and  it  enjoys  benefits  that 
make  it  unmatched  in  the  private  sector. 

Does  your  minister  have  a  plan  for  retirement?  Churches  should  help  their  pastor 
prepare  for  the  fixture  by  fimding  his  retirement  plan  today.  Contact  the  Minister's 
Program  for  any  help  you  may  need  as  you  assist  your  pastor  so  that  he  can  retire  with 
the  dignity  and  security  that  his  calling  deserves. 

Christmas  Cheer  This  program  has  been  very  well  received  by  our  ministers  and 
churches  since  it  was  first  implemented.  Each  year  the  Minister's  Program  sends  a  gift 
of  $150  to  all  ministers  age  65  and  older.  It  is  a  gift  frcnn  the  churches  of  the  Convention 
to  men  who  have  literally  given  their  lives  to  the  gospel  ministry.  This  program  is  a  way 
of  saying  we  remember  you,  and  we  are  grateful  for  what  you  have  done. 

For  the  first  time  in  its  history  the  program  became  self-supporting  and  we  would  Hke  to 
thank  the  churches,  individuals  and  the  organizations  within  the  church  that  made  this 
possible.  We  ask  your  continued  support  in  the  coming  year.  While  the  response  has 
been  very  good  we  still  have  churches  that  do  not  give  at  all  to  this  program  and  we 
would  like  to  invite  them  to  make  2009  the  year  they  say  "thank  you"  . 

The  Minister's  Widows  Fund  and  Surviving  Minister's  Fund  Another  program  we 
offer  to  our  ministers  and  their  wives  is  the  Minister's  Widows  Fund  and  the  Surviving 
Minister's  Fund.  For  those  who  participate,  this  program  provides  a  meaningful  gift  for 
fellow  ministers  during  a  time  of  loss.  For  the  first  time  in  40  years  the  enrollment  fee 
has  been  increased  to  $15.  This  has  beai  done  to  increase  the  benefit  received  by  the 
spouses  of  the  participants.  The  Minister's  Program  pays  for  the  administrative  cost  of 
this  program  so  that  every  dollar  goes  to  the  spouse. 
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Since  the  last  report  to  this  Convention  we  have  lost  by  death  three  members  who 
participated  in  the  Minister's  Widows  Fund,  The  Reverends  W.J.  Tyner,  John  David 
Hill  and  T.O.  Terry.  The  Surviving  Minister's  Fund  reported  the  death  of  the  wives  of 
two  ministers,  Betty  P.  Lee  the  wife  of  The  Reverend  John  Rayford  Lee  and  Patricia 
Bradbury  the  wife  of  The  Reverend  Carroll  Bradbury. 


What  Can  Your  Church  Do? 


The  Minister's  Program  will  continue  to  maintain  a  comprehensive  plan  whereby 
churches  and  pastors  can  work  together,  and  we  will  make  effort  to  keep  everyone 
informed  in  the  area  of  taxation,  compensation,  retirement,  and  financial  plarming. 

The  only  limit  to  the  scope  of  this  program  is  the  level  of  support  we  receive  from  you, 
the  local  church.  Your  gift  to  us  is  a  sacred  trust  and  we  make  every  effort  to  provide  the 
greatest  benefit  to  our  ministers  with  a  minimum  outlay  for  administrative  costs. 

We  hope  that  you  appreciate  this  fact  and  that  you  will  continue  to  support  this  program 
with  your  prayers  and  gifts.  Last  year  our  total  gift  support  from  churches  was  $89,358. 
However,  over  25%  of  the  churches  of  this  Convention  did  not  support  the  Minister's 
Program.  Did  your  church  give?  Please  tell  us  what  we  need  to  do  to  earn  the  trust  and 
confidence  necessary  to  receive  your  support.

Recommendations 


1)  We  ask  this  Convention's  continuous  prayers  in  support  of  this  program. 

2)  We  ask  for  approval  of  the  budget  presented. 

3)  We  ask  that  October  be  designated  as  Minister's  Program  Month  and  that 
the  second  Sunday  in  October  be  set  aside  as  Clergy  Appreciation  Day.  In 
addition,  we  ask  tfiat  tlie  second  Sunday  in  June  be  set  aside  as  Minister's 
Program  Sunday  in  the  local  church. 
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Important  Information  Regarding  the  Financial  Report:  The  Minister's  Program  has 
consistently  operated  in  a  manner  that  reflects  sound  fmancial  principles.  We  operate  on 
a  balanced  budget  policy  and  typically  end  the  year  with  a  surplus.  As  recently  as  2003 
we  transferred  $225,000  out  of  surplus  into  the  retirement  reserve  resulting  in  an 
increase  for  those  who  are  retired  and  those  preparing  for  retirement. 

For  the  purpose  of  protecting  minister's  accounts  and  compliance  with  Federal  law  we 
maintain  two  separate  accounts  for  the  retirement  program  and  our  daily  operating  fund. 
When  reporting  to  this  Convention  we  do  combine  the  reports  and  you  will  note  the  term 
"Consolidated"  on  the  income  and  expense  report  as  well  as  the  balance  sheet.  This  is 
done  for  clarity  and  to  make  the  scope  and  operation  of  this  program  more 
understandable. 

This  year  it  is  important  to  note  that  the  program  shows  a  loss  in  the  amount  of 
$146,301.  This  is  not  an  operating  loss  that  comes  from  spending  more  money  than  you 
take  in.  This  loss  was  created  by  the  drop  in  value  of  the  retirement  funds  invested  in  the 
stock  market.  Ministers  are  allowed  to  choose  the  method  in  which  their  funds  are 
invested  and  stock  market  investments  can  and  do  lose  money.  As  stated  on  the  2^^  page 
of  this  report  the  Managed  Account  of  the  Minister's  Retirement  Plan  experienced  a  loss 
of  19. 18%  due  to  the  heavy  losses  in  the  stock  market.

The  College's  endowment  grew  by  $901,839.83  during  the  07-08  fiscal  year,  bringing  the 
Igift  total  in  endowment  to  $19,843,673.92  through  6-30-08.

in  Mount  Olive,  New  Bern  and  Washington,  the  MRM  program  concentrates  on  biblical 

I  studies,  religious  history,  theological  studies  and  applied  theology. 

I  The  North  Carolina  Pork  Council  pledged  $100,000  to  MOC  over  a  five  year  period  to 

establish  an  endowed  scholarship  at  the  College  in  memory  of  Lois  G.  Britt. 

iNine  Mount  Olive  College  students  received  awards  at  the  State  Leadership  Conference 

[Competition  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Lambda  (PBL). 

Mount  Olive  College  received  $100,000  from  the  Cannon  Foundation  to  be  directed  to  the 

College's  Fine  Arts  Village  project. 

Mount  Olive  College,  through  the  Lois  G.  Britt  Agribusiness  Center,  received  a  $125,000 
grant  from  the  Tobacco  Trust  Fund  Commission  to  develop  tb-"  grass-fed  cattle  industry  in 
NC.  Goals  for  the  project  include  providing  farmers  who  are  interested  in  producing  and 
marketing  grass-fed  beef  with  tools  to  evaluate  and  implement  the  alternative  enterprise. 
Mount  Olive  College,  through  the  Lois  G.  Britt  Agribusiness  Center,  received  $345,000 
in  funding  through  the  NC  Agricultural  Development  and  Farmland  Preservation  Trust 
Fund  (NCADFPTF)  to  develop  County  wide  Farmland  Protection  Plans  for  12  counties  in 
southeastern  and  south  central  North  Carolina. 

MOC  at  Wilmington  moved  into  its  new  location  at  1838  Sir  Tyler  Drive  in  October. 
Occupying  12,500  square  feet,  the  new  facility  contains  11  classrooms,  two  of  which  can 
be  opened  into  large  board-room  style  spaces;  7  faculty  offices;  and  9  staff  offices.  The 
classroom  area  includes  a  video-conferencing  room,  a  science  lab,  and  a  computer  lab. 
Contiguous  office  space  provides  student  services  in  the  areas  of  enrollment,  advisement, 
financial  aid  counseling  and  student  accounts  counseling.  Along  with  these  enhancements 
are  a  business  conference  room  and  a  student  lounge. 

Norwood  Odom,  longtime  member  of  the  Mount  Olive  Rotary  Club,  left  provisions  in 
his  will  to  provide  $309,298.22  to  the  Mount  Olive  Rotary  Endowed  Scholarship  Fund  at 
Mount  Olive  College 

Dr.  Pepper  Worthington,  a  longtime  friend,  supporter  and  faculty  member,  contributed 
$100,000  to  MOC  for  the  expansion  and  relocation  of  the  College's  bookstore  from  its 
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current  site  in  Poole  Administration  Building  to  what  is  now  the  Academic  Affairs  building 
situated  at  the  entrance  to  campus. 

MOC  and  Wake  Technical  Community  College  signed  a  partnership  agreement  to  enhance 
and  expand  options  for  community  college  students.  The  Mount  Olive  College  Advantage, 
(MOCA)  allows  associate  degree  graduates  from  Wake  Tech  to  transfer  seamlessly  into  the 
full  range  of  bachelor  degree  programs  at  any  MOC  location. 

MOC  students  started  an  e-publication  dubbed  "The  Trojan  Times."  The  online  news  source 
allows  students  the  opportunity  to  utilize  their  creative  talents  and  build  their  portfolios. 
Check  it  out  at  www.thetrojantimes.com. 

MOC  took  its  motto  of  "Transforming  Lives"  to  heart  as  employees  from  all  six  of  the 
College's  locations  participated  in  Habitat  for  Humanity  building  projects  during  the  fall  of! 
2008.  The  Mount  Olive  location  had  volunteers  lined  up  for  19  weeks  straight  to  construct  a! 
house  for  one  of  its  students.  Ribbon  was  cut  on  the  house  and  the  family  moved  in  during 
February  2009. 

Six  MOC  students  were  among  the  670+  from  around  the  nation  attending  the  Presidential 
Inauguration  Seminars  in  Washington,  DC  from  January  10-21.  The  students  were  nominatedlj 
through  their  departments  and  schools.  i 
October  2008  marked  the  start  of  Fitness  by  Design  (FBD),  a  regionally  focused  progranrij 
developed  by  MOC  that  targets  low  income  families  from  Wayne,  Duplin  and  Sampson 
Counties  that  are  at  a  high  risk  for  obesity,  cardiovascular  disease  and  diabetes.  FBD  is| 
funded  by  a  $280,629  grant  from  the  Kate  B.  Reynolds  Charitable  Trust  and  a  $60,000  grant 
from  the  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  of  North  Carolina  Foundation. 
Progress  has  been  steady  in  the  construction  of  the  new  residential  housing  facilities.  Once 
completed,  the  three-story  structures  will  feature  single  occupancy  rooms  with  semi-private 
bathrooms  and  a  living  room  and  kitchenette  for  each  four-person  grouping.  The  enclosed 
courtyard  will  contain  a  common  room  for  use  by  all  residents.  It  is  expected  that  the  entire 
project  will  be  completed  in  time  for  students  to  move  in  for  the  fall  2009  semester.  The 
residential  housing  project  is  being  made  possible  by  a  $3.5  million  gift  from  Otha  Herring. 
In  April,  MOC  at  New  Bern  will  move  about  a  mile  down  Trent  Road.  The  move  will 
increase  the  location's  space  from  6,000  to  14,000  square  feet  allowing  MOC  New  Bern  to 
better  serve  its  growing  student  population  in  and  around  Craven  County.  The  new  space 
will  have  nine  classrooms,  including  a  computer  lab;  additional  office  and  storage  space; 
and  a  reception  area.  The  move  is  the  first  phase  in  the  College's  expansion  plan  for  New 
Bern  which  could  eventually  include  building  a  free-standing  campus. 
In  building  on  the  momentum  of  the  2008  national  baseball  championship,  MOC,  with 
the  support  of  many  friends  and  donors,  completed  the  first  phase  in  the  baseball  complex 
improvement  project.  The  larger,  slightly  recessed  dugouts  accommodate  more  players  and 
provide  better  sight  lines  for  players  and  fans.  The  dugouts  include  an  enclosed  storage 
room  on  the  visitor  side  and  a  bathroom  on  the  home  side.  Funding  is  still  being  sought  for! 
Phase  2  which  would  create  stadium-style  spectator  seating  with  elevated  seating  that  willj 
accommodate  50  chair  back  seats  and  400  bleacher  seats.  Phase  3  will  encompass  a  family 
pavilion  complete  with  picnic  shelter  and  playground  equipment  along  the  right  field  line. 
Stoney  Creek  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  contributed  $100,000  to  the  College  in  honor  of 
their  30-year  pastor,  the  Reverend  Gary  R.  Bailey.  Conference  Room  A  in  W.  Burkette  and 
Rose  M.  Raper  Hall  will  be  dedicated  in  Bailey's  honor. 

Conference  Room  C  located  on  the  second  floor  of  Raper  Hall  will  now  carry  the  name 
Hawkins  Conference  Room  in  honor  and  recognition  of  the  $50,000  gift  given  by  Carroll  and 
Elinor  Hawkins.  Carroll  Hawkins  is  a  longtime  member  of  the  College's  Board  of  Trustees.

In  1963  the  College  began  an  annual  fund  campaign  in  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church 
which  has  become  known  over  the  years  as  "the  dinners."  Gifts  are  received  at  1 8  county- 
wide  dinners  which  are  held  in  eastern  North  Carolina  where  the  majority  of  the  churches  are  ; 
located.  These  dinners  not  only  create  a  way  for  the  Church  to  contribute  to  the  College,  but  | 
they  also  help  to  maintain  a  close  relationship  between  the  College  and  the  Church. 

The  FWB  Church  has  nurtured  the  College  and  supported  it  from  its  beginning  in  1951. 
Since  the  dinners  began  the  Church  has  made  contributions  of  over  $11.1  million  to  this 
program  alone.  In  the  midst  of  an  economic  decline,  the  Church  affirmed  its  commitment  to 
the  ministry  of  the  College  by  contributing  $540,427  at  the  2008  dinners.  Total  dinner  gifts 
exceeded  the  initial  goal  of  $536,000  by  $4,427.  Throughout  the  2008  dinners  2,13 1  people 
gave  unrestricted  gifts  of  $100  or  more,  which  classified  them  as  Bridge  Builders.  Through 
the  prayers,  support,  and  encouragement  of  the  FWB  Church,  Mount  Olive  College  is  making 
a  remarkable  difference  and  helping  to  transform  the  lives  of  its  students.  |

Mount  Olive  College  Alumni 

Whether  students  attended  MOC  for  one  or  two  classes,  received  a  one-year 
business  or  secretarial  certificate,  a  two-year  degree,  transferred  in  or  received  a  four-year 
degree  while  attending  Mount  Olive,  SJAFB,  New  Bern,  Wilmington,  RTP  or  Washington, 
these  attendees  are  part  of  the  Mount  Olive  College  Alumni  Association.  Mount  Olive 
College  is  proud  of  its  alumni  as  they  are  found  working  all  over  the  world,  making  a 
difference  in  the  communities  where  they  serve. 

During  the  2007-08  fiscal  year,  710  alumni  gave  $321,532.77  in  gifts.  Our  average 
alumni  gift  was  $452.86.  The  class  of  1 958  contributed  the  largest  amount;  the  class  of  1 956 
captured  the  highest  percentage  of  givers  and  the  class  of  1967  had  the  most  alumni  donors 
with  the  class  of  1981  bringing  in  a  close  second.  Mount  Olive  nontraditional  alumni  led 
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the  locations  in  total  giving  with  New  Bern  coming  in  second.  Cohort  #3  from  Mount  Olive 
was  the  overall  cohort  leader  with  RTP  Cohort  #13  coming  in  second.  Since  1996,  MOC 
alumni  have  given  $2,929,992.02  back  to  their  alma  mater. 

The  Alumni  Board  is  made  up  of  39  members  with  59%  having  FWB  ties.  Carolyn 
Fader  Hill  '64,  whose  father  was  a  FWB  minister,  follows  in  his  footsteps  of  support  in  every 
way  toward  MOC.  In  her  second  term  as  alumni  president  she  has  challenged  all  alumni  to 
step  up,  making  sure  that  Mount  Olive  College  is  more  visible  and  more  supported  than  ever 
before.

Serving  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  with  Earnestness 

Education  for  Ministry 

The  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  established  Mount  Olive  College 
to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  our  Church,  especially  in  reference  to  the  education 
of  ministers.  To  this  day,  there  is  still  no  greater  need  facing  our  denomination  than  for 
ministers  who  have  been  equipped  for  effective  service  and  leadership  for  our  churches. 
Within  the  context  of  a  liberal  arts  education,  Mount  Olive  College  provides  a  rigorous 
ministerial  education  program  which  includes  the  classic  theological  disciplines  (Bible, 
Church  History,  Theology,  Practical  studies).  While  many  colleges  offer  similar  classes, 
the  unique  feature  of  Mount  Olive's  program  is  the  focus  on  Spiritual  Formation.  Our  goal 
is  not  just  ministers  with  intellectual  skills;  our  goal  is  the  education  of  ministers  with  a 
passion  for  Christ  and  a  commitment  to  serving  God's  people. 

The  Religion  Department  provides  two  formats  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  students. 
We  offer  traditional  day  classes  at  our  Mount  Olive  location  and  the  Modular  Religion 
Major  (MRM)  at  night  at  our  Mount  Olive,  Washington,  and  New  Bern  locations.  It  would 
be  wonderful  if  everyone  called  to  the  ministry  were  able  to  quit  their  jobs,  not  have  to 
worry  about  supporting  their  families,  and  attend  day  classes  full  time.  Most  adult  students, 
however,  do  not  have  that  luxury.  Our  Modular  Religion  Major  gives  ministers  access  to  a 
quality  program  at  night  which  allows  these  persons  to  maintain  their  jobs  while  pursuing 
their  education. 

There  has  been  a  decided  trend  in  recent  years  for  more  of  our  religion  graduates 
to  continue  their  education  in  seminary  or  divinity  school.  We  are  absolutely  committed 
to  ensuring  that  our  graduates  are  prepared  to  succeed  in  good  seminary  programs.  The 
Reverend  Marc  Boswell,  MOC  class  of  2006  and  Union  Theological  Seminary  class  of 
2009,  shares:  "Entering  the  Modular  Religion  program  as  a  twenty  year  old  gave  me  the 
opportunity  to  be  in  class  with  second-career  students  who  had  already  spent  several  years 
in  ministry.  Their  experience  in  parish  ministry,  combined  with  our  faculty's  expertise 
and  wisdom  in  practical  theology,  provided  a  profound  combination  of  classical  Christian 
scholarship  with  the  lived  concerns  of  parish  ministry.  This  dual  focus  on  scholarship  and 
practical  application  at  MOC  has  been  a  constant  reminder  during  my  graduate  studies  that 
the  scholarly  work  I  am  doing  is  informed  by  the  life  of  the  church  and  done  for  the  life  of 
the  church." 

Making  Education  Affordable 

Licensed  and  ordained  OFWB  ministers  attending  the  traditional  program  are 
eligible  to  receive  a  grant  package  that  covers  90%  of  their  tuition.  Ministers  enrolled  in  the 
MRM  program  receive  a  grant  of  $1,500  aiid  can  apply  for  other  forms  of  state  and  federal 
tuition  assistance. 

The  College  continues  to  offer  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Tuition  Grant  ($2,500  per 
year  for  full-time  students)  to  members  of  convention  churches  attending  traditional  classes 
in  Mount  Olive.  With  a  broad  scholarship  program  (academic,  athletic,  music,  and  other 
scholarships)  as  well  as  access  to  state  and  federal  grant  programs.  Mount  Olive  College 
is  committed  to  providing  opportunity  to  all  those  who  desire  the  advantage  of  Christian 
higher  education. 
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Services  to  Our  Students 

Even  though  most  Mount  Ohve  students  major  in  something  other  than  religion, 
these  students  have  chosen  to  be  part  of  a  college  community  which  embraces  a  Christian 
perspective.  Our  mission  statement  is  clear:  "To  maintain  and  support  academic  excellence 
through  higher  learning  and  higher  values  in  a  community  made  up  of  persons  dedicated 
to  the  practice  and  advancement  of  Biblically  based  Christian  ideals  and  Christ  centered 
living  in  all  aspects  of  life."  Irrespective  of  the  program  of  study,  this  Christian  mission 
applies  to  all  we  do. 

Campus  ministry  continues  to  provide  a  series  of  services  geared  primarily  for 
our  traditional  students. 

•  Chapel  worship  services  each  Tuesday  morning  for  the  College  community 

•  "The  Big  Coffee"  -  a  combination  fellowship-outreach  opportunity  that  meets  at 
"8:31"  each  Wednesday  evening. 

•  "Route  7  Ministries"  which  sponsors  student  led  worship  each  Thursday  evening 
and  sponsored  a  Student  Revival  in  January  under  the  big  tent  provided  by  our 
Home  Missions  and  Evangelism  ministry 

•  Several  men's  and  women's  Bible  Study  groups 

Other  Services  to  the  Church 

In  addition  to  programs  for  our  students,  the  College  provides  other  services  to 
our  churches. 

•  Pulpit  Supply:  Our  faculty,  staff,  and  ministerial  students  enjoy  the  opportunity  to 
help  your  church  if  your  pastor  happens  to  be  away. 

•  Workshops:  We  can  help  your  church  with  workshops  on  a  variety  of  topics  such 
as  Church  Growth,  Personal  Evangelism,  Deacon  Training  Seminars,  Starting 

;  New  Sunday  School  Classes,  How  to  Study  the  Bible,  The  User  Friendly  Church, 
The  Work  of  the  Pastor  Search  Committee,  Responsibilities  of  Church  Officers, 
Introduction  to  the  Gospels,  Introduction  to  Islam,  and  Introduction  to  Christian 
Beliefs. 

•  The  Free  Will  Baptist  Historical  Collection:  Housed  in  an  expanded  section 
of  Moye  Library,  this  collection  is  the  largest  and  most  important  gathering  of 
historical  material  on  the  history  of  Free  Will  Baptists  in  existence.

Management's  comments: 

FY08  was  a  difficult  year.  It  should  be  no  surprise  that  the  falling  stock  market  impacted 
our  investments;  it  caused  $  1,862k  of  our  loss.  Thankfully  this  was  partially  offset  by 
$  1,027k  of  gifts  to  endowment.  Another  $404k  of  the  loss  was  due  to  the  amount  of  interest 
paid  by  the  Foundation  in  the  first  years  of  the  USDA  loan,  combined  with  essentially 
straight  line  depreciation.  This  was  planned,  and  will  reverse  as  the  principal  portion  of  the 
debt  service  exceeds  the  interest  portion  in  the  second  half  of  the  40  year  USDA  loan.  The

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REPORT  OF 
CAROLINA  BIBLE  INSTITUTE  &  SEMINARY 
TO  THE  2008  CONVENTION  OF  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS 

Greetings  from  the  entire  Board  of  Trustees,  the  staff,  and  the  student  body  of 
Carohna  Bible  Institute  and  Seminary  to  the  officers,  delegates,  and  Churches  of  the 
Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  and  its  member  conferences  and 
associations.  It  is  a  great  joy  and  privilege  to  share  in  this  convention  and  make  this 
report. 

We  continue  to  be  amazed  at  the  ways  in  which  our  Lord  continues  to  use  and  to 
bless  Carolina  Bible  Institute  &  Seminary  and  we  continue  to  praise  Him  for  His 
many  blessings.  Since  our  last  convention  we  have  experienced  so  many  blessings 
from  the  Lord.  Not  that  the  months  have  been  without  their  challenges,  for  surely 
there  have  been  challenges.  Through  the  wonderful  marvels  of  modem  technology 
we  have  been  able  to  expand  our  resources  by  beginning  to  establish  computer 
facilities  for  student  usage  in  course  work  as  well  as  for  research  purposes.  Also,  we 
have  relocated  and  completely  renovated  our  library  facilities.  We  are  currently 
developing  a  video  recording  and  editing  facility  through  which  we  will  be  able  to 
expand  our  external  studies  programs.

Brother  Clifton  began  teaching  at  the  school  in  1997  and  had  been  a  blessing  to  many 
students  throughout  those  ensuing  years.  Brother  Clifton  is  missed  by  all  who  knew 
him  and  we  all  thank  God  for  the  privilege  of  knowing  him  and  serving  God  together. 
God  has  blessed  us  with  a  new  Board  Chairman  -  the  Trustees  have  elected  the 
Reverend  Frank  Flowers  as  the  new  Chairman.  Brother  Flowers  has  served  Free  Will 
Baptists  for  many  years  and  has  been  a  true  friend  to  CBIS  as  well.  We  are  thankful 
for  his  willingness  to  serve  and  look  forward  to  his  leadership  in  this  ministry. 

After  making  this  synopsis  of  God's  blessings  and  challenges  upon  CBIS,  I  feel  it  is 
important  that  I  say  a  word  about  our  philosophy  for  providing  a  training  institution 
for  Christian  workers.  It  is  our  privilege  and  our  responsibility  to  teach  the  Word  of 
God  as  the  Word  of  God  -  just  as  God  gave  it.

From  the  very  begimiing, 
I  when  Dr.  Floyd  B.  Cherry  founded  Carolina  Bible  histitute  &  Seminary,  it  has  been 
I  our  desire  to  fulfill  the  call  of  God  as  expressed  in  2  Timothy  2:  1,2-  ''Thou 
1  therefore,  my  son,  be  strong  in  the  grace  that  is  in  Christ  Jesus.  And  the  things  that 

thou  hast  heard  of  me  among  many  witnesses,  the  same  commit  thou  to  faithful  men, 
\  who  shall  be  able  to  teach  others  also!"'  When  I  was  a  young  minister  and  a  student 

at  CBIS,  I  had  opportunity  to  attend  a  great  convention.

In  addition,  all  of  our 

teachers  are  Free  Will  Baptists.  In  this,  we  will  always  remain  faithful  to  the  ''faith 

once  delivered  unto  the  saints''  The  importance  of  a  school  is  not  its  size,  but  its 
J  obedience  to  God's  Word.  This  we  intend  to  do  and  trust  Him  to  use  us  to 
1  accomplish  "big"  things  for  His  glory. 

Since  our  last  Convention  we  have  completed  a  summer  session  and  two  semesters  of 
classes.  Both  of  which  were  very  successful.  Not  only  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
number  of  students  we  had  enrolled,  but  in  the  attitude  of  the  students  and  the 
enthusiasm  shared  by  the  students  and  faculty  in  the  study  of  God's  Word.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  EDUCATION  FOR 
CHRISTIAN  MINISTRY 


blhis  Commission  was  launched  by  the  Executive  Committee  last  year  by  adopting 
necessary  changes  to  the  Bylaws,  which  were  then  approved  by  the  Convention  in  its 
^  annual  session.  The  current  members  of  the  commission  were  chosen  by  the 
lExecutive  Committee  with  one  member's  term  expiring  each  year  over  the  next  seven 
^ears. 

j  The  commission  held  its  first  meeting  on  January  22,  2009  and  a  second  meeting 
was  convened  by  the  chair  on  February  16.  (See  the  articles  dealing  with  this  commission, 
written  by  Dr.'  Michael  Pelt  and  Dr.  Burkette  Raper,  in  the  March  issue  of  The  Free  Will 
IBaptist.)  The  commission  has  examined  its  duties  and  responsibilities  as  described  in  the 
Bylaws,  which  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  provide  a  medium  of  voluntary  coordination  of  services  by  agencies 
within  the  Convention  which  address  the  equipping  of  those  called  to 
Christian  ministry, 

2.  To  provide  a  resource  of  information,  publications,  literature  and  other 

i  media,  along  with  appropriate  consultation  relative  to  educational  options, 

for  those  called  to  Christian  ministry,  including  pastoral  services,  youth  ^ 
ministry,  services  to  the  elderly,  church  music,  counseling.  Christian 
education  and  other  vocations,  and 

3.  To  provide  appropriate  conferences,  workshops,  and  other  learning 
opportunities  that  will  foster  excellence  in  Christian  ministry. 

I  One  of  its  primary  purposes  is  to  use  every  means  to  encourage  the  educational 
I  development  of  all  those  who  are  called  to  some  type  of  Christian  ministry,  including 
j  pastors  and  others  whose  gifts  are  used  to  advance  the  mission  and  ministries  of  the 
church.  In  our  time  those  who  serve  as  pastors  and  teachers  are  the  key  persons  in  this 
effort  to  "equip  the  saints  for  the  work  of  ministry,"  which  means  that  these  persons  must 
be  able  to  instruct  and  nurture  members  of  the  church  so  that  their  faith  will  be  confirmed 
and  their  duty  to  God  and  neighbor  will  be  made  perfectly  clear.  It  is  the  earnest  desire 
of  this  commission  to  help  lift  the  educational  level  of  both  pulpit  and  pew  so  that 
together  they  can  move  forward  and  enable  the  churches  to  accomplish  their  mission  and 
purpose. 

If  this  is  to  happen,  it  will  require  that  those  who  are  called  to  pastoral  ministry  must 
seek  the  highest  and  best  preparation  for  their  work  that  is  available  to  them.  Just  as 
other  members  of  society  are  expected  to  meet  certain  educational  requirements  for  their 
vocation,  so  likewise  persons  entering  the  church's  ministry  must  be  expected  to 
adequately  prepare  themselves  for  this  service.  To  this  commission  that  means,  first  of 
all  enrolling  in  college.  A  motion  was  approved  at  our  meeting  on  February  16  that  we 
encourage  every  person  who  feels  called  to  enter  the  ministry,  or  those  who  are  aheady 
licensed  ministers,  to  enroll  in  college.  Our  own  Mount  Olive  College  would  be  the 
logical  choice  and  every  effort  to  explore  this  possibility  should  be  made.  But  if  this  is 
not  possible  as  a  beginning,  then  there  are  many  other  colleges,  public  and  private,  in  this 
state  and  elsewhere.  We  believe  there  is  no  substitute  in  the  2r*  century  for  beginning 
ones  higher  education  than  enrollment  in  a  good  college  or  university.  If  one  is  already  a 
college  graduate,  then  he  can  enroll  in  a  divinity  school  or  theological  seminary.  At 
present  we  have  several  ordained  ministers  who  are  doing  advanced  theological  studies  as 
preparation  for  ministry.  We  now  have  a  special  relationship  with  Campbell  University 
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Divinity  School  whereby  most  students'  tuition  and  fees  are  covered  if  they  enroll  for  (1 
or  more  hours  of  credit  each  semester.  The  N.C.  Foundation  for  Christian  Ministries  has  I 
pledged  to  help  those  who  are  willing  to  enroll  in  this  and  other  theological  schools. 

In  the  19*  century  we  had  few  if  any  ministers  who  had  enrolled  in  college,  but  thai 
was  no  great  loss  to  our  church  with  its  predominantly  rural  membership,  who  had  very 
limited  educational  opportunities  in  that  era.  But  we  are  now  living  in  an  entirely 
different  educational  and  social  environment  in  the  2V^  century  and  we  cannot  keep 
falling  behind  other  churches  in  the  educational  level  of  our  ministry  without  losing' 
members  and  missing  abundant  opportunities  to  serve  the  region  in  which  we  are  located 
as  well  as  the  people  of  our  nation  and  the  world.  In  the  19*  century  the  Primitive 
Baptist  churches  in  eastern  North  Carolina  were  a  vibrant  denomination,  but  they  refused, 
to  acknowledge  that  changes  were  taking  place  and  were  led  to  reject  such  ideas  as  an^ 
educated  ministry  and  Sunday  schools  and  missions,  based  on  their  interpretation  of  the' 
New  Testament.  Today  we  are  facing  far  more  changes  than  the  churches  in  that  periodi 
could  have  imagined. 

The  commission  is  also  committed  to  encouraging  both  clergy  and  laity  to  be 
involved  in  continuing  education.  We  have  begun  to  compile  a  list  of  books  and  other 
media  that  are  recommended  to  all  who  are  engaged  in  Christian  ministry  to  enrich  theii 
personal  lives  and  to  enhance  their  service  to  others.  We  will  also  call  attention  to  special 
lectures,  seminars,  and  programs  that  will  benefit  all  who  participate  and  we  expect  to 
plan  some  events  of  this  nature  in  the  future. 

As  the  name  of  this  commission  suggests,  our  emphasis  will  be  on  education  as  a 
means  of  improving  and  advancing  all  that  we  seek  to  accomplish  as  Original  Free  Will 
Baptists.  We  challenge  all  who  are  familiar  with  our  heritage,  who  love  the  church,  and| 
who  beheve  in  its  fiiture  to  join  us  in  this  important  undertaking.

The  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-Fourth  Annual  Session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists  (OFWB)  convened  at  Powhatan  OFWB  Church,  Clayton 
Community,  North  Carolina  on  November  11,  2008.

CAPE  FEAR  CONFERENCE  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 
CONSTITUTION 

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  (OFWB) 
denomination,  desiring  to  be  in  fellowship  in  a  bond  of  union,  do  adopt  this  Constitution. 

NAME 

This  shall  be  the  Constitution  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of  the  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists  Churches;  meeting  annually  to  conduct  its  business  and  meeting  quarterly 
as  the  Conference  Fellowship  Meetings. 

PURPOSE 

The  goal  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  shall  be  to  promote  Christ's  Kingdom 
among  all  people  by  advancing  and  promoting  the  cause  of  Jesus  Christ. 

ARTICLE  I  -  COMPOSITION 
This  conference  shall  be  composed  of  ordained  ministers  and  churches  within 
its  bounds,  which  are  in  good  standing,  and  of  all  officers,  and  members  of  standing 
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k)ards  or  committees  of  the  conference.  It  shall  operate  under  The  Articles  of  Faith  and 
Mnciples  of  Church  Government  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  (of  the  English  General 
mptist  Heritage).  A  church  corporation  whose  articles  of  incorporation,  or  constitution 
jind  bylaws,  adhere  with  The  Articles  of  Faith  and  Principles  of  Church  Government  for 
Iriginal  Free  Will  Baptists,  shall  be  permitted  membership  in  the  Conference. 

ARTICLE  II  -  REPRESENTATION 
Each  church  shall  be  represented  with  one  delegate  for  each  fifty  active 
nembers  or  fraction  thereof,  as  reported  in  the  current  OFWB  Directory.  The  delegation 
from  each  church  shall  carry  a  letter  to  the  conference  reflecting  their  appointment. 

ARTICLE  III  -  OFFICERS 
The  officers  of  the  conference  shall  be  a  moderator,  an  assistant  moderator,  a 
jlerk,  an  assistant  clerk,  a  treasurer,  and  a  member  at  large  who  shall  be  elected  for  a  term 
)f  two  years,  entering  upon  the  duties  of  said  office  at  the  close  of  the  session  in  which 
hey  are  elected.  The  officers  shall  serve  as  the  Conference  Executive  Committee. 
Femporary  officers,  representatives  or  messengers  may  be  elected  at  the  option  of  the 
;x)nference  for  whatever  purposes  deemed  essential. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  STANDING  BOARDS  AND  COMMITTEES 
It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  conference  to  elect  as  many  boards  and  committees 

as  may  be  necessary  to  implement  its  program.  These  shall  keep  records  of  their 

proceedings  and  make  a  report  at  each  annual  session  of  the  conference. 

A  Board  of  Trustees,  a  Board  of  Christian  Education,  and  a  Board  of 

Ordination  consisting  of  five  members  each  shall  be  elected.  The  term  of  office  for 

members  of  these  boards  shall  be  five  years,  with  one  member  elected  at  each  annual  ^ 

session  of  the  conference. 

Section  I  -  Standing  boards  shall  establish  their  operating  procedures  and 

administer  their  respective  programs  of  work,  but  each  shall  remain  subject  to  the 

[inference. 

Section  2  -  Temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  option  of  the 
x)nference  for  whatever  purpose  deemed  necessary. 

ARTICLE  V  -  FINANCE 

Section  1  -  Each  church  shall  contribute  to  the  conference  annually  the 
minimum  amounts  specified  below  based  on  active  church  membership: 
Less  than  50--$35. 00 
5M25-$100 
Greater  than  125-$125.00 

Section  2  -  Each  church  shall  also  contribute  to  the  Conference  Fellowship 
Meetings  a  minimum  of  $25.00. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  ADMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
Any  properly  organized  church  that  gives  evidence  of  adherence  to  the 
doctrines  of  Christianity  as  taught  by  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptists,  that  desires  to  help 
promote  the  work  of  the  conference  and  the  Convention  of  OFWB,  may  petition  for 
membership  into  the  conference.  Upon  approval,  the  moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of 
fellowship  to  the  church. 
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ARTICLE  VII  -  DISMISSION  OF  CHURCHES 
A  church  may  be  dismissed  from  membership  in  the  conference  by  conference 
vote  or  by  request  of  said  church. 


Section  I  -  The  conference  shall  meet  in  annual  session  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  November.  The  host  church  shall  be  selected  by  vote  of  the  conference  in  annual 
session  or  by  the  executive  committee.  The  place  of  a  future  meeting  may  be  changed  by 
the  executive  committee  should  a  change  become  necessary. 

Section  2  -  The  Conference  Fellowship  Meetings  shall  consist  of  four  quarterly 
meetings,  the  Saturdays  before  the  fifth  Sunday,  except  for  the  conference  revival,  with 
one  hour  of  training  presented  by  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  and  one  hour  of 
worship  presented  by  the  host  church.  One  of  the  four  meetings  shall  be  the  conference 
revival  organized  by  the  executive  committee. 


Section  1  -  The  duties  of  the  moderator  shall  be  to  preside,  according  to 
accepted  parliamentary  procedure,  over  the  session  of  the  conference:  to  appoint 
temporary  committees;  and  to  serve  as  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  standing  boards  and 
committees.  The  moderator  also  serves  as  chairperson  of  the  Conference  Executive 
Committee. 

Section  2  -  The  duties  of  the  assistant  moderator  shall  be  the  duties  of  the 
moderator  when  that  person  is  not  present,  and  shall  assist  the  moderator  when  called 
upon.  In  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of  the  moderator,  the  assistant  moderator 
shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  session  of  the  conference. 

Section  3  -  The  clerk  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  all  sessions  of  the 
conference,  the  executive  committee  meetings,  and  preser\'e  accurate  records.  The  clerk 
shall  prepare  the  minutes  of  the  annual  session  for  publication. 

Section  4  -  The  duties  of  the  assistant  clerk  shall  be  the  duties  of  the  clerk  when 
that  person  is  absent,  and  shall  assist  the  clerk  when  called  upon.  In  the  event  of  the 
resignation  or  death  of  the  clerk,  the  assistant  clerk  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next 
session  of  the  conference. 

Section  5  -  The  treasurer  shall  hold  in  trust  all  money  that  belongs  to  the 
conference  and  pay  out  same  by  order  of  the  conference.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  an 
accurate  account  of  all  funds  received  and  paid  out,  and  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
conference. 

Section  6 -It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to  transact  the 
business  of  the  conference  when  the  conference  is  not  in  session  and  to  present  a  report  at 
annual  conference.  The  executive  committee  shall  plan  the  program  for  the  annual 
session  of  the  conference  and  the  programs  for  the  conference  fellowship  revival 
meetings.  The  executive  committee  shall  serve  as  the  Conference  Mission  Board, 
working  in  cooperation  with  Home  Missions  and  Evangelism. 

Section  7  -  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  hold  in  trust  all  conference  real  property 
and  convey  said  property  or  assets  as  the  conference  may  direct. 

Section  8 -It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Ordination  to  examine,  ordain, 
and  discipline  ministers  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  the  Statement  of  Faith  and 
Discipline  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists,  along  with  whatever  additional  requirements 


ARTICLE  VIII  -  MEETINGS 
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ire  made  by  the  conference.  The  Board  of  Ordination  shall  examine  ordained  ministers 
leeking  to  serve  a  church  in  this  conference  and  report  decisions  to  the  church. 

^  Section  9  -  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  to  keep 
l)eople  informed  of  educational  needs,  and  endeavor  to  promote  the  cause  of  Christian 
jjducation.  The  Board  of  Christian  Education  shall  cooperate  with  the  educational 
Institutions  of  the  denomination  and  use  all  funds  for  the  best  interests  of  Christian 
education.  The  Board  of  Christian  Education  shall  plan  a  program  of  work  for  the 
quarterly  Conference  Fellowship  Meetings  and  present  it  to  the  annual  conference  for 
approval.  This  board  shall  be  responsible  for  securing  the  host  churches  and  naming  them 
in  their  program  of  work.  In  addition,  they  shall  be  responsible  for  sending  out  notices 
and  preparing  the  programs  for  each  of  the  quarterly  Conference  Fellowship  Meetings. 

Section  10  -  The  following  temporary  committees  shall  be  appointed  annually 
iby  the  moderator  and  shall  render  reports  during  the  sitting  of  the  conference: 
{{Credentials,  Nominating,  Resolutions,  and  Obituary. 

Section  11  -  Boards  or  committees  will  be  recognized  as  having  a  quorum  when 
ere  is  a  majonty  of  the  members  present  for  a  meeting,  providing  all  the  members  of 
said  boards  or  committees  have  been  duly  notified  concerning  the  said  meeting. 

Section  12-  Each  ordained  and  licensed  minister  shall  attend  the  annual  session 
of  the  conference  or  be  represented  by  letter. 

Section  13  -  Each  officer  and  member  of  standing  committees  and  boards  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  conference. 

Section  14  -  The  conference  shall  open  and  close  with  suitable  devotional 
services  or  prayer. 

Section  15  -  This  constitution,  and  its  bylaws,  may  be  ahered  or  amended 
by  a  two-thirds  favorable  vote  of  the  members  present  at  the  annual  session,  provided  ■ 
that  said  amendment  shall  be  read  during  the  morning  session  and  action  taken  during 
the  afternoon  session.

The  Blended  Fellowship  family  wishes  to  express  deep  and  sincere 
appreciation  to  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  for  your  continuing  support.  We  are  continuing 
to  share  the  gospel  message  with  the  Deaf  To  accomplish  this  crucial  task,  we  cannot 
simply  hand  out  literature  or  invite  the  Deaf  to  come  worship  with  us.  Trust  must  be 
established  and  relationships  must  be  built.  Time,  energy,  prayer,  financial  resources, 
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patience  and  love  must  be  invested.  Your  help  in  providing  any  of  these  resources 
touches  a  culture  that  is  almost  entirely  non-Christian.  Our  most  urgent  need  is  a  new 
roof  to  stop  the  damage  being  done  to  the  work  and  materials  donated  by  many  of  you. 

Blended  Fellowship  gratefully  acknowledges  the  recent  establishment  of  the 
Blended  Fellowship  Endowed  Fund.  We  appreciate  the  work  of  Dr.  Burkette  Raper  and 
The  North  Carolina  Foundation  for  Christian  Ministries  in  creating  this  fimd.  We  also 
want  to  thank  those  who  made  the  initial  contributions  to  the  fimd;  Dr.  Raper,  The 
Reverend  Sam  and  Connie  Weeks,  The  Reverend  Frank  Harrison  and  The  Reverend 
Emmitt  Jones. 

Blended  Fellowship's  connections  with  the  Deaf  continue  to  strengthen.  Of  the 
more  than  200  Deaf  we  are  currently  in  contact  with,  most  have  had  little  or  no 
interaction  with  any  religious  group,  other  than  Jehovah's  Witnesses.  A  small  percentage 
have  been  contacted  by  an  outreach  established  by  Southern  Baptists,  though  this 
outreach  seems  to  have  had  limited  impact.  We  believe  God  has  called  us  to  this  specific 
work  and  equipped  us  for  it.  We  now  have  40  Deaf  individuals  who  worship  with  us 
regularly.  All  of  the  other  160  or  so  come  periodically  to  our  special  events. 

We  are  continuing  to  expand  as  a  resource  center  for  the  Deaf  and  for  hearing 
people  who  are  interested  in  ministry  to  the  Deaf  There  are  currently  13  Deaf  who 
receive  regular  weekly  assistance  with  making  phone  calls,  understanding  mail  they 
receive,  managing  a  budget  and  other  day  to  day  activities.  As  a  hearing  resource  center, 
we  are  offering  sign  language  and  Deaf  culture  training  to  our  hearing  members  as  well 
as  12  individuals  from  other  churches. 

As  a  denomination,  we  minister  to  the  needs  of  children,  the  elderly,  students, 
cultures  in  foreign  lands,  etc.  The  local  congregation  of  Blended  Fellowship  supports 
these  ministries  and  others.  We  believe  that  ministry  to  the  Deaf  culture  is  of  equal 
importance.  Some  years  ago,  there  was  a  ministry  to  the  Deaf  estabhshed  by  people  in 
our  denomination.  That  work  ended  and  the  Deaf  involved  were  deeply  hurt.  We  want  to 
make  sure  that  doesn't  happen  again  and  that  Blended  Fellowship  will  continue  far 
beyond  the  lifetime  of  its  founders.

As  the  leadership  of  the  churches  grow  the  church  itself  will  grow,  therefore  the  growth  and 
continuing  education  of  the  ministers  is  vital  to  the  growth  of  the  church.  It  is  imperative 
that  the  ministers  of  the  Central  Conference  follow  the  advice  given  to  Timothy  by  Paul 
when  he  said,  "Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to 
be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth." 
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Guidelines 

Continuing  Education  Units  (henceforth  referred  to  as  CEU's)  will  be  based  on  educational 
opportunities.  These  would  include  reading  a  book,  attending  a  seminar  or  class,  or  taking 
a  college  or  seminar^'  class.  Books  that  are  read  must  be  submitted  with  the  following 
information:  name  of  book,  author,  publisher,  dates  the  book  was  read  and  a  typed  150- 
word  summary  and  application  of  the  book.  Seminars  must  be  submitted  with  the 
following  information,  organization  that  sponsored  the  seminar,  presenter's  name,  length 
of  seminar,  and  a  typed  150-word  summary  and  application  of  the  seminar.  College  or 
seminary  courses  must  be  submitted  with  the  following  information:  College  or  seminary 
where  class  was  taken,  professor's  name,  copy  of  the  syllabus,  and  typed  150-word 
summary  and  application  of  the  class. 

Credits 

CEU  credits  will  be  given  according  to  the  following  scale: 

Books:  up  to  200  pages  Vi  CEU;  200-400  pages  1  CEU.  Books  over  400  pages  will  be 
considered  on  an  individual  basis. 

Seminars:  3-5  hour  seminar  Vi  CEU;  6-10  hour  seminar  1  CEU.  Seminar  over  ten  hours 
will  be  considered  on  an  individual  basis. 

College  or  Seminary  Class:  If  the  class  is  taken  from  an  accredited  institution  (Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools  or  Association  of  Theological  Schools  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada)  one  will  receive  4  CEUs  for  each  credit  hour.  (Credit  hour  equals  one 
hour  per  week  in  class  for  sixteen  weeks;  for  example  if  you  take  a  3  credit  hour  course  you 
will  receive  12  CEUs.)  If  the  course  is  taken  from  an  institution  that  is  not  accredited  by 
SACS  or  ATS,  then  it  will  be  considered  on  an  individual  basis. 

Areas  of  Study 

Biblical  Studies:  This  includes  any  area  of  study  from  the  Bible  such  as  books  of  the 
Bible,  themes,  authors,  or  historical  information  from  the  Bible. 

Historical  Studies:  This  includes  History  of  the  Christian  Church,  Free  Will  Baptist 
Denomination,  or  Local  Churches. 

Theological  Studies:  This  includes  areas  of  studies  from  the  following:  Prolegomena, 
Bibliology,  Theolog>  Proper,  Christology,  Pneumatology,  Anelology,  Anthropology, 
Soteriology,  Ecclesiology,  Eschatology,  etc. 

Practical  Studies:  This  includes  area  of  studies  concerning  the  working  and  growth  of  the 
local  church,  pastoral  care,  counseling,  leadership,  administration,  evangelism,  preaching 
and  worship. 

Spiritual  Formation  Studies:  This  includes  area  of  studies  concerning  maturity  of 
Christians. 

Procedures 

To  receive  credit  work  must  be  submitted  to  the  Continuing  Education  Committee.  Proper 
documentation  must  be  submitted  along  with  the  Continuing  Education  Committee  Form. 
The  committee  will  review  all  work  and  the  committee  will  send  notification  to  the  one  who 
submitted  the  work  and  also  the  Board  of  Ordination.

FOR  GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Churches  are  reminded  that  they  are  to  call  ministers  from  the  list  of  ordained 
OFWB  ministers.  Those  ministers  who  are  members  of  sister  conferences  must 
be  cleared  by  the  Eastern  Conference  Examining  Board  before  being  extended  a 
call  by  the  local  congregation. 

Eastern  Conference  ministers  are  reminded  that  they  are  required  to  properly 
register  and  attend  the  annual  sessions  of  the  Eastern  Conference  and  the 
Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists.  Letters  requesting  excusal  must 
contain  the  Conference  registration  fee  (waived  for  retired  ministers).  Ministers 
who  fail  to  attend  two  consecutive  years  without  reasonable  excuse  are  subject  to 
censure  and/or  the  revocation  of  their  ministerial  credentials. 

We  remind  our  churches  that  licensed  ministers  are  not  to  hold  offices  in  the 
Church  or  Sunday  School  of  which  they  are  a  member  so  that  they  may  have 
opportunity  to  preach  and  visit  other  churches.  Licensed  ministers  may  do  short- 
term  supply  work  in  a  church,  limited  to  ninety  days.  They  are  encouraged  to 
work  as  student  ministers  with  experienced  ministers  to  learn  the  work  of  the 
ministry.  They  may  not  officiate  at  weddings  or  administer  the  Ordinances  of  the 
Gospel.  They  may  preach  as  they  have  opportunity,  and  they  may  officiate 
funerals.  The  license  period  is  a  one-year  term,  with  a  five-year  limit  to  complete 
the  requirements  for  ordination.  If  at  any  time  the  licensed  minister  allows  his 
license  to  lapse,  the  entire  process  must  be  restarted  beginning  with  the 
recommendation  of  the  local  church  to  the  Ministerial  Examining  Board. 

The  2008  Eastern  Conference  Basic  Education  Seminar  will  be  held  at  Cragmont 
Assembly  November  16-2L  While  required  for  licensed  ministers,  others  may 
choose  to  attend  for  fellowship,  inspiration,  and  continuing  education.  Advanced 
seminars  are  available  upon  request  by  a  sufficient  number  of  registrants 

The  Examining  Board  reminds  all  ministers  licensed  after  October  19,  2001 
of  the  requirement  to  attend  annually  at  least  one  continuing  education 
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workshop/seminar  (such  as  those  provided  by  the  Sunday  School  Board)  each 
year  they  are  licensed. 

The  Ministerial  Examining  Board  meets  at  the  Conference  Office  in  Kinston  on 
the  Monday  following  the  second  Sunday  in  the  months  of  November,  January,

Camp  Vandemere  Report  to  the  Eastern  Conference  of  OFWB 
Thursday,  October  23,  2008 

"O  Send  Out  Thy  Light  and  Thy  Truth",  Psalm  43 :3a 
Greetings  from  the  Board  of  Camp  Vandemere 

"God  is  good  all  the  time."  Since  the  seating  of  last  year's  Eastern  Conference 
Annual  Meeting,  Camp  Vandemere' s  ministry  has  been  blessed  with  many 
important  happenings. 

The  board  has  been  working  diligently  to  retire  the  existing  debt  through 
donations  and  regularly  scheduled  budget  payments.  During  the  business  session 
of  the  January  board  meeting,  a  motion  was  made  to  transfer  money  from  the 
Church  Finance  Disaster  Savings  Fund  to  pay  off  the  remaining  loan  balance. 
Also  included  in  that  motion  was  a  clause  to  deposit  the  budgeted  amount  of  the 
loan  payment  to  the  Disaster  Savings  Fund  on  a  monthly  basis  to  bring  that 
account  back  to  where  it  was  at  the  time  of  the  withdrawal.  As  of  March  30, 
2008,  Camp  Vandemere  is  debt  free.  The  Lord  keeps  right  on  blessing. 


Another  blessing  that  was  realized  during  the  first  part  of  2008  was  the 
opportunity  that  the  board  had  to  help  our  manager.  The  Reverend  Wesley  Taylor 
with  educational  expenses  involved  in  his  Holy  Land  trip.  Unanimously,  the 
board  approved  an  additional  amount  of  educational  allowance  to  help  with 
approximately  half  of  the  expense  that  was  involved  in  Brother  Wesley's  once  in 
lifetime  experience. 

A  group  of  UNC-Chapel  Hill  women  rowers  came  to  Camp  Vandemere  during 
March  of  this  year  to  train  on  the  waters  surrounding  the  camp.  Approximately  5 
rowers  and  instructors  stayed  on  site  for  training  and  utilized  all  facilities, 
including  the  chance  to  attend  an  evening  worship  service  led  by  Brother  Wesley. 
Once  again,  the  camp  had  the  opportunity  to  host  a  number  of  weeks  of  Summer 
Youth  Camp  and  one  Woman's  Auxiliary  Week.  Over  550  youth  and  ladies  had 
the  chance  to  enjoy  the  spiritual  renewal  that  one  can  receive  from  the  camp 
environment.  Under  the  direction  of  many  dedicated  directors  and  counselors, 
God  prevailed  in  many  campers'  lives  by  instilling  the  Message  through  study, 
song  and  fellowship.  There  are  not  enough  words  to  express  the  board's 
appreciation  to  everyone  involved  to  make  our  summer  camping  season  a  huge 
success.  Without  you,  the  camp  would  not  be  able  to  operate  and  carryout  the 
mission  set  forth  some  40  years  ago  when  Camp  Vandemere  started  out. 

Through  a  generous  donation  received  this  year,  the  camp  was  able  to  upgrade  th 
RV  sites  down  by  the  fishing  pier.  The  existing  eight  sites,  along  with  two  newly 
created  lots,  have  been  made  into  ftill  hook  up  spaces.  They  now  include  water, 
sewer  and  electrical  options.  This  gives  the  camp  a  total  of  20  full  hook  up  RV 
sites  for  the  enjoyment  of  year  round  camping  with  no  manual  waste  disposal. 
Twenty  5  foot  picnic  tables  were  donated  for  each  RV  sites. 

Annual  Singing  by  the  River  activities  were  held  Friday  evening  and  Saturday, 
October  1 7^  and  1 8*.  Inclement  weather  did  not  hold  back  the  faithful  supporter 
of  Camp  Vandemere.  Approximately  75  attended  Friday  nights'  program  with 
around  1 70  coming  down  to  the  camp  on  Saturday.  Thanks  go  out  to  everyone 
that  made  this  annual  event  a  success. 

Our  Annual  Fishing  Tournament  will  be  held  on  Friday  evening  and  Saturday, 
November  7th  and  8th. 

At  the  April  Board  Meeting,  Brother  Wesley  gave  his  decision  to  resign  as  Camp 
Manager,  giving  the  reason  that  he  felt  that  now  is  the  transition  time  for  a  new 
manager  to  take  God's  camp  to  the  next  level.  Thanks  go  out  to  Wesley  and  his 
family  for  the  years  of  service  at  Camp  Vandemere.  Your  fervent  prayers  and 
support  are  requested  during  the  upcoming  months  as  the  board  goes  forward  in 
securing  a  new  manager  that  will  continue  the  work  at  hand. 
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As  always,  thank  you  for  your  continued  support  of  the  camp's  ministry.  Without 
you,  the  camp  would  not  be  able  to  supply  the  needed  guidance  for  a  lot  of  young 
people  and  young  at  heart.

There  is  a  one-year  term  on  the  license  to  preach  the  gospel  with  a 
five-year  maximum  on  the  amount  of  time  allowed  to  preach  under  license  in 
preparation  for  ordination.  If  at  any  time  the  licensed  minister  allows  the 
license  to  lapse,  the  entire  licensing  process  must  be  restarted  beginning  with 
the  recommendation  of  the  local  church  to  the  Board  of  Ordination. 
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9.         Ordination  Requirements 

We  commend  to  our  member  churches  and  to  all  of  our  licensed 
ministers  the  attached  Requirements  for  Ordination.  This  document  will  serve 
as  a  checklist  for  our  licensed  ministers  as  they  move  toward  ordination.  This 
document    dll  also  aid  our  churches  in  answering  initial  questions  that  a 
•       candidate  m-  ^^t  have  in  regards  to  the  requirements  for  ordination. 

10^        Conference  Attendance 

A.  Any  minister  (hcensed  or  ordained)  holding  membership  in  the 
^         Western  Conference,  who  fails  to  attend  the  annual  session  of  the  Conference 

for  two  consecutive  years  or  fails  to  send  a  letter  showing  reasonable  excuse  for 
non-attendance,  is  subject  to  censure  and/or  the  revocation  of  his  credentials  of 
ordination. 

B.  All  ministers  (licensed  or  ordained)  serving  in  the  Western 
Conference  in  any  pastoral  position  are  required  to  register  and  attend  the 
annual  session  of  the  Western  Conference.  Pastoral  positions  include  but  are 
not  limited  to  pastors,  associate  pastors,  and  youth  ministers.  Failure  to  attend 
two  consecutive  years  or  failure  to  send  a  letter  showing  reasonable  excuse  for 
non-attendance  will  subject  the  minister  to  censure  and/or  the  revocation  of 
credentials. 

11.  Annual  Convention  Attendance: 

Any  minister  (licensed  and  ordained)  holding  membership  in  the 
Western  Conference  is  required  to  register  and  attend  at  least  one  day  of 
our  annual  two-day  Convention  of  OFWB  which  meets  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  following  the  second  Sunday  of  May.  A  letter  stating  a  reasonable 
excuse  will  also  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  this  requirement.  It  may  be  sent  to  either 

the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Ordination  or  the  Clerk  of  the  Conference. 

12.  Ministers  Transferring  into  the  Western  Conference: 

A.  From  Sister  Conferences:  These  ministers  must  be  cleared  with 
the  Western  Conference  Board  of  Ordination  prior  to  assuming  the  pastorate 
to  which  they  are  called.  This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  church  calling  the 
minister;  however  the  minister  should  be  sure  it  has  been  done  prior  to 
beginning  the  prospective  work.  This  is  a  simple  procedure  designed  to  protect 
our  churches  from  harm.  Our  churches  are  not  independent  of  the  Conference 
as  is  true  in  some  other  denominations  and  groups. 

B.  From  other  Denominations:  For  this  information  you  are  referred 
to  page  89  of  our  Articles  of  Faith  &  Principles  of  Church  Government. 

13.  The  Christian  Flag  Service  for  Ministers: 

The  Board  of  Ordination  will  serve  as  the  Conference  Christian  Flag 
Committee.  Any  minister  serving  in  the  Western  Conference  at  the  time  of  his 
death  will  be  given  the  Christian  Flag  Service  if  the  minister  has  so  requested 
or  the  family  so  desires.  The  flag  will  be  purchased  by  the  Conference. 
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14.  Items  for  Praise: 

1.  Oiirnewly  ordained  minister 

2.  Our  newly  licensed  minister 

3.  Two  licensed  ministers  approved  for  ordination 

4.  Our  new  members  by  baptism  or  transfer  into  the  member 
churches  of  the  Conference 

15.  Things  a  Licensed  Minister  Can  and  Cannot  Do: 

1.  A  licensed  minister  cannot  be  called  or  hired  as  pastor  (or 
associate)  of  any  church. 

2.  A  licensed  minister  can  serve  a  church  on  an  interim  or  supply 
basis  under  the  supervision  of  his  Board  of  Ordination  Advisor  or  another 
ordained  minister  as  directed  by  die  Board  of  Ordination.  This  service  is  to  be 
limited  to  six  months  in  any  one  church.  If  the  church  wishes  an  extension  on 
the  services  of  the  licensed  minister,  the  church  must  appeal  to  the  Board  of 
Ordination. 

3.  A  licensed  minister  cannot  administer  the  ordinances  of  the 

Gospel. 

4.  A  licensed  minister  cannot  perform  wedding  ceremonies. 

5.  A  licensed  minister  can  conduct  worship  services,  preach,  and 
teach  as  the  opportunities  are  afforded  to  the  licensed  minister. 

6.  A  licensed  minister  can  officiate  in  a  fimeral  service. 

7.  A  Licensed  minister  can  be  elected  to  serve  as  temporary 
chairman  of  a  business  meeting  with  the  exceptions  as  outlined  on  pg.  74, 
paragraph  2  of  The  Articles  of  Faith  and  Principles  of  Church  Government. 

8.  A  licensed  minister  can  vote  at  the  annual  conference. 

16.  Recommendations  to  the  Conference: 

1.  The  minister  ordained  since  our  last  conference,  the  Rev. 
Warren  Hoover,  be  welcomed  into  the  Conference  with  the  Right  Hand  of 
Fellowship  by  the  Moderator  and  his  name  be  added  to  the  list  of  duly  ordained 
ministers  of  the  Western  Conference  by  the  Conference  Clerk. 

2.  The  newly  licensed  minister,  C.R.  "Chet"  Whitman,  be  added  to 
the  list  of  licensed  ministers  by  the  Conference  Clerk. 

3.  That  all  our  ministers,  both  ordained  and  licensed,  continue  to 
abide  by  our  current  Ministerial  Code  of  Ethics.

Convention  constitutional  changes  and  laid  them  on  tlie  table. 

North  Carolina  Woman's  Auxiliary  Convention 
Recommended  Constitutional  Changes 

In  each  place  chairman  is  used  it  will  be  replaced  with  chairperson. 

All  sections  have  changes  but  take  special  note  of  underlined  areas  which  represent 

significant  changes. 

Article  III,  Section  3a  of  the  Bylaws  will  become  Section  4,  and  Section  4  will  become 
Sections. 

Woman's  Auxiliary  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 
Constitution  and  Bylaws 

Article  I.  Name 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Convention  of  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists. 
Article  II.  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  convention  shall  be  to  bring  the  women  of  each  district 
within  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Convention  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 
together  to  transact  business  pertaining  to  the  promotion  of  this  work. 

By  Laws 

Article  I.  Duties  of  Officers 

Section  6.  Field  Secretary 

The  field  secretary  shall  have  charge  of  all  field  work  pertaining  to 
the  promotion  of  the  work  of  the  convention  and  keep  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  Convention's  plan  of  work  before  the  district  convention. 
She  shall  inform  district  field  secretaries  of  the  work  of  the  Free 
Will  Baptist  Press  and  encourage  members  to  subscribe  to  the  Free 
Will  Baptist. 
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Section  7.  Missions"  Chairperson 

The  missions'  chairperson  shall  promote  a  mission-minded  spirit  for 
our  Free  Will  Baptist  women,  and  shall  promote  all  mission  projects 
endorsed  by  the  convention.  The  missions  chairperson  shall  also 
inform  the  district  missions  chairpersons  of  the  work  of  QFWB 
International  (Foreign  Missions)  and  Home  Missions  and 
Evangelism. 

Section  8.  Youth  Coordinator 

The  youth  coordinator  shall  acquire  and  share  information 
concerning  Mount  Olive  College,  The  Anna  Phillips  Student  Aid 
Fund,  and  the  Anna  Phillips  Scholarship  with  district  youth 
chairpersons.  She  shall  oversee  Youth  Frontier  Conference 
(AFC/YFA)  at  Cragmont  Assembly  by  serving  as  camp  director  or 
suggesting  a  camp  director  to  be  appointed  by  the  Woman's 
Auxiliar\'  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  inform  district  youth 
chairpersons  of  events  at  Cragmont  Assembly  and  Camp 
Vandermere  for  adults  and  youth.  She  shall  inform  district  youth 
chairpersons  of  all  denominational  wide  youth  events  and  activities. 

Section  9.  Study  Course  Chairperson 

The  study  course  chairperson  shall  promote  all  study  courses  for  the 
year,  listing  speakers  and  suggested  books  in  Devotion.  She  shall 
secure  the  cooperation  of  the  district  chairpersons  in  encouraging 
and  promoting  periodic  studies.  She  should  solicit  ssistance  in  ^ 
selecting  new  topics  and  speakers.  She  shall  inform  districts  of  the 
work  of  the  Sunday  School  Ministry. 

Section  10.  Program  Prayer  Chairperson 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  program  prayer  chairperson  to  prepare  the 
program  for  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Convention,  which  she  shall 
present  to  the  executive  committee  for  approval.  She  shall 
encourage  family  devotions,  membership  in  the  Woman's  Auxihary 
Prayer  Band,  and  promote  the  pre  Easter,  pre  Thanksgiving,  and  pre 
Christmas  programs  of  prayer  throughout  the  state. 

Section  1 1.  Benevolence  Chairperson 

The  benevolence  chairperson  shall  encourage  the  district  benevolent 
chairperson  in  benevolent  work.  She  shall  inform  auxiliaries  of  our 
benevolent  ministries  including  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
Children's  Home,  Retirement  Homes,  and  the  Minister's  Program. 
District  benevolent  activities  shall  also  be  encouraged. 

Article  II.  Departmental  Promotional  Work 

Convention  officers  will  mentor  their  district  counterparts  through  one  or  more  of 
the  following:  (1)  workshops,  (2)  letters,  (3)  mentorships,  (4)  idea  exchanges.  (5) 
meetings  and  (6)  other  methods.  Plans  need  to  be  reported  to  the  executive 
committee  prior  to  implementation  and  reported  on  at  the  following  meeting. 

Article  VII.  Fees 

Fifty  cents  ($.50)  per  member  from  each  district  shall  be  paid  yearly  to  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  convention  for  membership  and  a  registration  fee  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  ($25)  from  each  local  auxiliary.

•  Resolutions  Committee:  Miriam  Lamm,  Chairman;  Audrey  Quinn  and  Debby

•  Registration  and  Credentials  Committee:  Sara  Parker,  Chairman;  Ann  Joyner; 
Phyllis  Hoggard  and  Nadine  Crocker,  Treasurer. 

The  memorial  service  was  presented  by  Lib  Cunningham.  Her  Scripture  was  from  Psalm 
23:4  and  I  Thessalonians  5:10.  In  addition  to  remembering  deceased  members  from  all 
districts,  she  memorialized  Mrs.  Clara  Patrick  and  Mrs.  Hilda  Sasser  both  Life  Members 
of  the  executive  committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Woman's  Auxiliary  Convention. 

The  second  message  was  given  by  Denise  Vester.  She  spoke  on  being  mission  minded  in 
all  facets  of  our  life.  Her  scripture  references  included  Colossians  1:9-14,  John  9:17, 
Exodus  35,  Matthew  10:8  and  Matthew  25.  She  challenged  us  to  be  the  hands  and  feet  of 
God.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BYLAWS 

Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists,  assembled  in  order  to 
advance,  promote,  and  increase  the  cause  of  Jesus  Christ,  do  establish  and  ordain  this 
constitution  and  these  bylaws. 

CONSTITUTION 
Article  I 

Section  1:  This  assembly  shall  be  known  as  the  Convention  of  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists. 

Section  2:  This  Convention  shall  hold  an  annual  session  commencing  on 
Wednesday  after  the  third  Sunday  in  May  of  each  year;  the  place  of  such  meetings  to  be 
determined  by  the  Convention  or  the  executive  committee.  Special  sessions  may  be 
called  by  the  executive  committee  in  the  event  of  the  existence  of  needs  of  sufficient 
urgency. 

Article  II 

Section  1 :  The  officers  of  this  Convention  shall  be  a  president,  vice-president, 
recording  secretary,  and  treasurer.  No  more  than  2  officers  of  the  Convention  shall  be 
from  the  same  conference. 

Section  2:  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  general  officers,  members 
of  standing  boards,  committees  or  commissions,  all  ordained  ministers,  and  heads  of 
ministries  who  are  members  of  churches  of  conferences  or  associations  that  are  affiliated 
with  the  Convention,  and  who  personally  subscribe  and  adhere  to  the  Articles  of  Faith 
and  Principles  of  Church  Government  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  (of  the  English 
General  Baptist  Heritage);  one  delegate  from  each  church  in  good  standing  for  every  one 
hundred  members  or  a  fraction  thereof,  and  one  delegate  from  each  union  meeting, 
conference,  or  association  in  good  standing  for  every  five  hundred  members  or  a  fraction 
thereof 

Section  3;  A  denominational  ministry  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church 
is  an  institution  or  enterprise  that  provides  Christian  Ministry  on  behalf  of  and  at  the 
direction  of  the  Convention  and  the  governing  body  is  elected  directly  or  indirectly  by  the 
Convention  or  its  member  churches.  These  denominational  ministries  being;  (I)  Free 
Will  Baptist  Children's  Home,  (2)  Free  Will  Baptist  Board  of  Home  Missions  and 
Evangelism,  (3)  O.F.W.B.  International  (Foreign  Missions),  (4)  Free  Will  Baptist 
Minister's  Program,  (5)  Free  Will  Baptist  Retirement  Homes,  Inc.,  (6)  Free  Will  Baptist 
Press  Foundation,  Inc.,  (7)  Church  Finance  Association,  (8)  Cragmont  Assembly,  Inc., 
(9)  Mount  Olive  College,  (10)  Free  Will  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board. 

Additional  denominational  ministries  may  be  created  by  a  2/3  vote  of  the 
Convention  in  a  regular  session,  upon  meeting  the  preceding  requirements. 

Section  4:  Associate  membership  in  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will 
Baptists  shall  be  extended  to  denominations,  foreign  Conventions,  conferences,  or 
organized  groups  of  like  faith  recommended  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  approved 
by  the  Convention. 
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BYLAWS 


Article  I 

Section  1:  The  work  of  this  Convention  shall  be  departmentalized,  with  a 
board  of  control  ove"  each  department.  Each  board  shall  be  governed  by  rules  set  forth 
by  the  Convention.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Convention  to  solicit  the  cooperation  of  the 
conferences  and  assoc  itions  in  promotmg  the  work  of  these  departments. 

Section  2:  All  members  of  the  Convention  shall  have  a  right  of  voice  and  vote 
on  any  issue  before  tne  body,  providing  they  have  been  properly  recognized  by  the 
presiding  officer.  They  shall  serve  the  Convention  in  any  capacity  when  called  upon  by 
the  proper  authority.  Before  membership  in  the  Convention  is  established,  all  ministers 
and  delegates  must  be  properly  registered. 

Section  3:  Associate  members  may  send  representatives  to  the  Annual 
Convention.  Duly  appointed  representatives  shall  be  extended  all  the  privileges  of 
members,  except  voting. 

Article  II 

Officers,  Boards,  Committees,  and  the  Manner  of  Their  Election 
Section  1 :  President:   The  president  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  (2) 

years. 

Section  2;  Vice-President:  The  vice-president  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
two  (2)  years. 

Section  3:  Recording  Secretary:  The  recording  secretary  shall  be  elected  for  a 
term  of  two  (2)  years. 

Section  4:  Director  of  Convention  Services:  The  Director  of  Convention 
Services  shall  be  employed  by  the  Convention  under  such  contract  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  himself  and  the  executive  committee.  The  Convention's  executive  committee 
shall  be  the  directing  and  governing  authority  of  this  office. 

Section  5:  Treasurer:  The  treasurer  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  (2) 
years.  A  positional  bond  of  not  less  than  $5,000  shall  be  continuously  maintained. 

Section  6:  Children'  Home  Board:  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  Children's  Home,  Middlesex,  shall  be  composed  of  twelve  (12)  members 
including  two  (2)  ladies,  one  (1)  alumnus  of  the  Children's  Home  that  was  a  child  at  the 
Home,  and  a  cross  representation  of  the  Convention,  with  terms  of  three  (3)  members 
expiring  each  year,  the  vacancies  to  be  filled  by  the  Convention.  No  person  is  eligible  to 
serve  on  this  board  for  more  than  three  (3)  consecutive  four-year  terms. 

Section  7:  Board  of  Minister's  Program:  The  Board  of  Minister's  Program 
shall  be  composed  of  five  (5)  members  with  the  term  of  one  member  expiring  each  year; 
the  vacancy  to  be  filled  by  the  Convention. 

Section  8:  O.F.W.B.  International:  The  O.F.W.B.  International  shall  be 
composed  of  five  (5)  members  with  the  term  of  one  member  expiring  each  year;  the 
vacancy  to  be  filled  by  the  Convention. 

Section  9.  Board  of  Trustees:  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  composed  of 
three  (3)  members  with  the  term  of  one  member  expiring  each  year;  the  vacancy  to  be 
filled  by  the  Convention. 

Section  10.  Representatives  of  Cragmont  Assembly  Stock:  The  stock  held  by 
this  Convention  in  Cragmont  Assembly,  Inc.,  shall  be  represented  by  six  (6)  members 
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with  the  term  of  one  member  expiring  each  year;  the  vacancy  to  be  filled  by  the 
Convention. 

Section  1 1 :  Representatives  of  Convention  Membership  of  Free  Will  Baptist 
Press  Foundation:  The  memberships  held  by  this  Convention  in  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
Press  shall  be  represented  by  one  (1)  member  elected  annualh'  by  the  Convention. 

Section  12:  Representatives  of  Church  Finance  Association  Stock:  The  stock 
held  by  this  Convention  in  the  Church  Finance  Association,  hic,  shall  be  represented  by 
one  (1)  member  elected  annually  by  the  Convention. 

Section  13:  Historical  Commission:  The  Historical  Commission  shall  be 
composed  of  three  (3)  members  with  the  term  of  one  member  expiring  each  year;  the 
vacancy  to  be  filled  by  the  Convention. 

Section  14:  Executive  Committee:  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
composed  of  the  president,  vice-president,  recording  secretary,  treasurer,  and  one 
representative  elected  by  the  Convention  from  each  member  conference.  The 
representative  from  each  member  conference  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  (2)  years. 
The  recording  secretar>'  and  treasurer,  and  half  the  conference  representatives  shall  be 
elected  on  odd  numbered  years  and  the  president,  vice  president,  and  half  the  conference 
representatives  shall  be  elected  on  even  numbered  years.  In  the  event  of  an  uneven 
number  of  conference  representatives,  the  simple  majority  shall  be  elected  on  odd 
numbered  years. 

Section  15:  Board  of  Trustees  of  Mount  Olive  College:  The  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Mount  Olive  College  shall  consist  of  a  maximum  of  thirty  (30)  members,  each  elected 
by  the  Convention  for  a  term  of  six  (6)  years,  with  the  term  of  five  (5)  members  expiring 
annually.  No  member  shall  be  removed  from  membership  during  any  unexpired  term 
without  due  process  as  prescribed  by  the  Articles  of  Faith  and  Principles  of  Church 
Government  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists.  It  is  expressly  provided  that  a  minimum  of 
sixty  percent  (60%)  of  the  members  shall  hold  membership  in  churches  affiliated  with  the 
Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists.  Members  shall  assume  office  on  December  1 
following  their  election  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Convention  in  May. 

Section  16:  Commission  on  Chaplains:  The  Commission  on  Chaplains  shall 
be  composed  of  five  (5)  members  with  the  term  of  one  member  expiring  each  year;  the 
vacancy  to  be  filled  by  the  Convention. 

Section  17:  Layman's  League  Board:  The  Layman's  League  Board  shall  be 
composed  of  twelve  (12)  members  with  the  terms  of  four  members  expiring  each  year; 
the  vacancies  to  be  filled  by  the  Convention. 

Section  18:  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Evangelism:  The  Board  of  Home 
Missions  and  Evangelism  shall  be  composed  of  seven  (7)  members  with  the  term  of  one 
member  expiring  each  year;  the  vacancy  to  be  filled  by  the  Convention. 

Section  19:  Retirement  Homes  Board:  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  Retirement  Homes  shall  be  composed  of  ten  (10)  members  elected  by  the 
Convention  for  a  term  of  five  (5)  years  with  the  term  of  two  members  expiring  each  year. 
Each  conference  shall  be  represented  on  this  board  with  one  member  per  fifty  churches  or 
fraction  thereof 

Section  20:  Sunday  School  Board:  The  Sunday  School  Board  shall  be 
composed  of  nine  (9)  members,  with  at  least  one  member  from  each  of  the  conferences  of 
our  denommation.  The  members  of  this  board  are  to  be  elected  to  three-year  terms  with 
the  term  of  three  (3)  members  expiring  each  year. 

Section  2 1 :  Commission  on  Youth  and  Student  Ministry  Leadership:  The 
Commission  on  Youth  and  Student  Ministry  Leadership  shall  be  composed  of  five  (5) 
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members  with  the  term  of  one  member  expiring  each  year;  the  vacancy  to  be  filled  by  the 
Convention.  Of  these  five  (5)  members  there  shall  be  at  least  one  (1)  ordained  Original 
Free  Will  Baptist  minister,  one  (1)  salaried  youth  minister,  and  one  (1)  lay  person. 

Section  22:  The  Commission  on  Education  for  Christian  Ministry  shall  be 
composed  of  seven  p'^rsons,  each  elected  for  a  period  of  seven  years,  with  the  terms  of 
one  member  expiring  annually;  the  vacancy  to  be  filled  by  the  Convention. 

Section  23:  vfo  persons  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  Executive  Committee 
while  they  are  a  member  of  any  other  board,  standing  committee,  or  commission  of  the 
Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  or  any  of  our  denominational  ministries 
(institutions  and  enterprises). 

Section  24:  Term  Limits:  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  as  a  general 
officer  of  the  Convention  for  more  than  two  (2)  consecutive  terms  except  the  treasurer 
who  may  serve  no  more  than  four  (4)  consecutive  two  (2)  year  terms. 

Article  III 
Duties  and  Responsibilities 

Section  1 :  President.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside  over  each 
session,  preserve  order,  govern  the  body  according  to  established  parliamentary  usage, 
and  to  work  with  a  subcommittee  of  three  from  the  Executive  Committee  to  appoint  all 
temporary  committees.  He  shall  have  power  to  declare  any  office  of  the  Convention 
vacant,  temporarily,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Convention  or  the  executive 
committee.  He  shall  have  authority  to  call  meetings  of  the  executive  committee,  when 
such  is  needful,  and  preside  over  said  meetings. 

The  president  shall  be  ex  officio  member  of  all  boards,  standing  committees, 
and  commissions  of  the  Convention. 

Section  2:  Vice-President:  The  duties  of  the  vice-president  shall  be  the  duties 
of  the  president  when  that  officer  is  not  present. 

Section  3:  Recording  Secretary:  The  recording  secretar>^  shall  keep  an 
accurate  record  of  the  transactions  of  the  Convention  and  preserve  the  same,  keep  all 
valuable  documents,  and  shall  secure  and  maintain  all  bonds  required  by  the  Convention, 
and  surrender  the  same  to  his/her  successor  in  office. 

Section  4:  Treasurer:  The  treasurer  shall  hold  all  money  belonging  to  the 
Convention.  He  shall  pay  all  bills  ordered  by  the  Convention  or  the  executive  committee; 
other  bills  paid  must  be  approved  by  the  president  and  recording  secretary.  He  shall  give 
an  annual  report  to  the  Convention;  also  make  reports  to  the  executive  committee  when 
called  for. 

Section  5:  Children's  Home  Board:  The  Children's  Home  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  management  and  control  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Children's  Home  at  Middlesex. 
It  shall  give  an  annual  report  to  the  Convention  setting  forth  its  progress,  needs  and 
achievements. 

Section  6:  Board  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Minister's  Program:  It  shall  be 
the  purpose  of  this  board  to  organize  and  unify  all  superannuation  work  throughout  this 
Convention.  They  shall  seek  to  provide  for  our  aged,  retired,  and  infirm  ministers  in 
some  form  of  a  superannuation  program;  also  seek  to  offer  to  our  active  ministers  some 
program  whereby  they  may  help  to  provide  for  their  future  security  and  retirement. 

Section  7:  O.F.W.B.  International:  The  O.F.W.B.  International  shall  regulate 
and  supervise  all  mission  work  under  the  control  of  the  Convention  outside  of  the 
continental  United  States.  However,  the  board  shall  have  the  right  and  authority  to 
establish  a  business  office  and  own  such  property  and  assets  in  the  United  States  as  is 
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necessary  to  the  operation  of  a  foreign  missions  program.  Furthermore,  they  shall  have 
the  responsibility  to  promote  the  cause  of  foreign  missions,  raise  funds,  and  supervise  the 
expenditure  of  these  funds. 

Section  8:  Board  of  Trustees:  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  hold  title  of  all 
properties  belonging  to  this  Convention  and  not  assigned  to  other  bodies.  It  shall  have 
the  power  to  convey  such  properties  when  authorized  by  the  Convention. 

Section  9:  Representatives  of  Cragmont  Assembly  Stock:  The  representatives 
of  the  stock  held  by  this  Convention  in  Cragmont  Assembly,  Inc.,  shall  work  jointly  with 
representatives  of  other  auxiliaries  holding  stock  in  said  institution. 

Section  10:  Representatives  of  Convention  Membership  of  Free  Will  Baptist 
Press  Foundation:  The  representatives  of  the  membership  held  by  this  Convention  in  the 
Free  Will  Baptist  Press  shall  meet  annually,  or  as  often  as  called  upon,  with  the 
representatives  of  the  Press  at  Ayden,  N.C.,  to  transact  any  business  that  may  come 
before  them. 

Section  11:  Representatives  of  Church  Finance  Association  Stock:  The 
representatives  of  the  membership  stock  held  by  this  Convention  in  the  Church  Finance 
Association,  Inc.,  shall  meet  annually,  or  as  often  as  called  upon,  with  the  stockholders  of 
the  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  any  business  that  may  come  before  them. 

Section  12:  Historical  Commission:  The  Historical  Commission  shall  make 
research,  compile  same,  and  record  historical  events  of  the  denomination  to  date;  these 
documents  become  the  property  of  the  Convention  and  shall  be  held  by  the  recording 
secretary. 

Section  13.-  Executive  Committee:  The  work  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  that  of  the  Convention  when  the  Convention  is  not  in  session.  It  shall  call  as  many 
sessions  as  necessary  between  the  annual  sessions  of  the  Convention  to  transact  business. 
It  shall  have  the  authority  to  suspend  any  officer  of  the  Convention  when  such  officer 
proves  a  failure  in  duties,  is  non-Christian  or  detrimental  to  the  cause  of  Christ,  and 
appoint  another  to  fill  the  vacancy,  also  fill  vacancies  by  any  other  cause. 

The  executive  committee  shall  supervise  the  work  of  the  promotional 
department  between  the  annual  sessions  of  the  Convention  as  most  practicable  to  our 
Convention  work  and  in  keeping  with  the  expressed  will  of  the  annual  session  of  the 
Convention. 

A  report  of  all  transactions  of  this  committee  shall  be  made  to  the  Convention 
in  annual  session. 

Section  14:  Board  of  Trustees  of  Mount  Olive  College:  The  governance  of 
Mount  Olive  College  shall  be  vested  in  the  board  of  trustees  elected  by  the  Convention  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  organize  at  will  and  to  create 
such  bylaws  as  may  be  deemed  essential  for  its  governance,  consistent  with  the  charter  of 
the  College.  All  amendments  to  the  charter  of  Mount  Olive  College  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists. 

Section  15:  Commission  on  Chaplains:  The  responsibilities  of  this 
commission  will  be  to  formulate  policies  and  procedures  relative  to  the  endorsement  and 
supervision  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  ministers  for  the  chaplaincy  of  the  United  States 
Armed  Ser\dces  and  all  other  institutions  and  organizations  using  such  services  in  the  U. 
S.  A. 

Section  16:  Layman  's  League  Board:  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this  board 
to  perpetuate  the  Layman's  League  organization  on  a  local  and  Convention  level,  and  in 
cooperation  with  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Press  provide  programs  and  other  such  literature 
as  may  be  needed  for  the  advancement  of  this  organization. 
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Section  17:  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Evangelism:  The  Board  of  Home 
Missions  and  Evangelism  shall  supervise  all  missionary  and  church  extension  work 
within  the  United  States.  They  shall  also  oversee  the  formulation  and  promotion  of 
church  sponsored  scouting  programs  and  the  God  and  Country  Award  of  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists. 

The  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Evangelism  shall  have  the  right  and 
responsibility  to  promote  evangelism  and  home  missions  and  oversee  the  scouting 
programs,  raise  funds  and  supervise  the  disbursements  of  these  funds  of  home  missions 
and  evangelism  and  scouting  programs. 

Section  18:  Retirement  Homes  Board.  The  Retirement  Homes  Board  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  management  and  control  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Retirement 
Ministries.  The  scope  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Retirement  Ministries  is  to  own,  operate, 
and  maintain  apartments,  rest  homes,  skilled  nursing  care,  day  care  and  all  other  facihties 
and  services  necessar>  or  incidental  to  the  operation  of  such  retirement  ministries  and  to 
do  all  other  things  usually  done  in  the  conduct  of  such  ministries  for  the  care  of  elderly 
and  indigent  persons. 

Section  19:  Sunday  School  Board:  The  Sunday  School  Board  will  be 
responsible  for  promoting  the  overall  improvement  and  growth  of  the  local  Sunday 
Schools  throughout  our  denomination  and  the  interest  of  Christian  education  in  general. 
To  this  end,  the  Board  will  make  available  to  the  churches  of  our  denomination  qualified 
resource  persons,  practical  learning  opportunities  and  materials  to  enable  and  equip 
people  to  respond  to  God's  call  through  an  understanding  of  teaching  and  learning  for  all. 

Section  20:  Commission  on  Youth  and  Student  Ministry  Leadership:  It  shall  be 
the  responsibility  of  this  commission  to  focus  on  equipping  leaders  of  youth  and  student 
ministries  for  effective  Christian  ministry.  This  commission  will  advocate  for  outlets  for 
youth  and  student  ministry  among  Convention  Ministries,  through  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  Layman's  League,  State  Youth  Convention  and  other  events  that  facilitate 
leadership  development  among  youth  and  student  leaders.  This  commission  will  also  be 
responsible  for  offering  recommendations  to  and  assisting  Churches  and  Conferences  in 
issues  dealing  with  both  salaried  and  volunteer  youth  and  student  ministry  staff. 

This  commission  shall  work  in  support  of  all  other  youth  and  student 
organizations  to  bring  about  unity  in  the  mission  field  of  youth  and  student  ministry. 
This  commission  shall  uphold  a  spirit  of  unity  and  cooperativeness. 

Section  2 1 :  Commission  on  Education  for  Christian  Ministry:  The  work  of  the 
Commission  on  Education  for  Christian  Ministry  shall  be: 

1.  To  provide  a  medium  for  voluntary  coordination  of  services  by 
agencies  within  the  Convention  which  address  the  equipping  of  those 
called  to  Christian  ministry  , 

2.  To  provide  a  resource  of  information,  publications,  literature  and 
other  media,  along  with  appropriate  consultation  relative  to  educational 
options,  for  those  called  to  Christian  ministry,  including  pastoral  services, 
youth  ministry,  services  to  the  elderly,  church  music,  counseling.  Christian 
education  and  other  Christian  vocations;  and 

3.  To  provide  appropriate  conferences,  workshops  and  other  learning 
opportunities  which  will  foster  excellence  in  Christian  ministry. 
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AMENDMENTS 

The  constitution  and  these  bylaws  shall  not  be  changed  or  altered  except  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  members  present  in  a  regular  session.  All  amendments  shall  lie  on  the 
table  not  less  than  six  hours  prior  to  adoption  and  shall  during  that  time  be  read  not  less 
than  twice  in  open  Convention.
